New York, February 1.—Europe's 
latest musical sensation, “Electra,” an 
opera by Richard Strauss, had its first 
American production at the Manhattan 
Opera house tonight. 

Seats sold’ at fancy prices and or- 
chestra chair-holders paid 10 cents a 
minute for the one hundred minutes 
of Strauss’ latest work, which critics 
says outdoes Salome in its morbid 
imagery. 

The story of “Electra” tells how the 
@ueen, Clytemnestra, has murdered 
her husband, King Agamemnon, with 
the help of her lever, Aegisthus. Her 
daughter, Electra, insane with the idea 
of avenging her father, persuades her

brother, Orestes, to slay their mother 
and her lover. 

All the murderous mania, the rav- 
ings of the obsegsed Electra, finds its 
greatest expression in the orchestra, 
some of the effects being produced by 
the development of new musical in- 
struments. 

Strauss ‘ sought to produce q¢ the 
sounds of creaky hinges, squealing 
and grunting of animals and other un- 
usual sounds without number, which 
the action of the opera demands. Ma- 
dame Mazarin.sang “Electra,” while 
the Clytemnestra was Madaine Ger- 
ville-Reache; Aegisthus was M. Duf- 
fault.

Atlanta cannot, 
with its present income, make a single 
permanent improvement. S8onds must 
be issued if the city is to hold its pres- 
tige.

FORTY CORPSES ARE RESCUED 

. FROM THE COLORADO MINE 

Primero, Col., February 1.—When 
darkness fell tonight on Primero, 
where yesterday the lives of seventy- 
nine miners were snuffed out by an ex- 
plosion\in the main slope of the Colo- 
rado Fuel aind Iron Company's mine, 
the bodies™of forty victims lay in the 
temporary morgue installed in the ma- 
chine shop. 

A large force of men was still en- 
gaged in restoring ventilation through- 
out the mine, and hundreds of Pri- 
mero’s citizens lingered about’ the 
mouth of the shaft waiting the recov- 
ery of the entombed bodies. 

Officials of the company on 
ground, not needed to supervise the 
mine work, turned their attention to 
the relief of families of the victims. 
Coroner Guilfoil had impaneled a jury 
to begin an investigation of the catas- 
trophe, and relatives and friends of 
the identified dead made preparations 
for their burial. 

The cause of the disaster is still a 
mystery. Several theories are ad- 
vanced, but definite information as to 
the cause is not expected until the 
mine is cleared and an official investi- 
agtion made. 

Leonardo Virgen, a Mexican, and the 
only surviving miner who is is sup- 
posed to have been working within a 
comparatively short distance of the 
point where the explosion originated, 
is unable to give a clear statement of 
what actually occurred or to tell from 
which direction the force of the ex- 
plosion came. 

The party in charge of J. B. Manly, 
local mine inspector, came across 
Leonardo Virgen shortly after 2 o'clock 
this morning. As if waking from a 
oor sleep, Virgen opened his eyes and 
said: 

“Please, may I go home now?’ 

Virgen was hurried to the tem- 
porary hospital. Today he had suffi- 
ciently recovered to join the ranks of 
the watchers around the mine én- 
trance.

Washington, February 1.—The cost 
of living in the United States is to be 
thoroughly inquired into by the house 
of representatives through its most 
powerful committee—the ways and 
means. Late today Representative 
Payne, of New York, chairman of that 
committee, and majority leader in the 
house. introduced his resolution pro- 
viding for an investigation along the 
broadest lines. 

Prior to introducing his measure, 
Mr. Payne conferred with Representa- 
tive Champ Clark, the minority leader, 
who had been designated with him by 
the committee to Graft the instrument 
authorizing the investigation. 

The committée is to inquire into any 
alleged increase in the cost of the 
necessaries of life, some of which, such 
as clothing, fuel, furniture, meats and 
foodstuffs, are enumerated, Wholesale 
and retail prices and rates of profit are 
to be investigated. The question of 
whether the tariff is responsible for 
the alleged high cost of living is cov- 
ered ina general provision as to 
“whether prices are affected, increased 
or otherwise, by any laws of the United 
States.” 

The hearings of the committee will 
be open to the public. It may sit any- 
where in the United States, and sum- 
mon and swear witnesses. 

The resolution, which will be re- 
ferred to the ways and means commit- 
tee and doubtless reported back for 
passage, follows: 

“Resolved, That the committee on 
ways and means is hereby empowered 
and directed to make a thorough and 
complete investigation into the cost 
of living in the United States and 
any alleged increase thereof, and the 
cost of the necessaries of life, in- 
cluding clothing, fuel, furniture, 
meats, breadstuffs and provisions gen- 
erally, and -implements, the cost of 
production, wholesale end retail prices

‘WHY NOTMELONFOR PUBLIC, 


SUGGESTS CORRESPONDENT 


Commenting upon the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad as a ‘“‘melon cut- 
ter,”’ a correspondent, whose card is 
published herewith, mentions several 
previous instances in which handsome 
dividends were paid to the stock- 
holders, stating, among other things, 
that the very debentures to take up 
which it is now proposed to sell stock 
worth 160, or more, at par, were dis- 
tributed to the stockholders in 1881 as 
a 100 per cent dividend. 

In view of this and other handsome 
dividends to the stockholders, he sug- 
would not be a bad idea for 
the public a little 
‘melon cutting” in the shape of a 
double track and other needed im- 
provements, inasmuch as its franchises 
and its prosperity have come to it 
from the public. 

The Constitution. endeavored to 
President (. A. Wickersham yesterday 
with reference to the statements of 
fact made in this communication, but 
was informed he was out of. the city, 
on the line of the road, and would not 
return until Thursday.

Said these same debentures and 
giving them to its stockholders as a 
script dividend of 100 per cent—an ab- 
solute gift. 

Again, about five years or more azo, 
it cut anether melon by declaring an 
extra dividend of 25 per cent and pay- 
ing thé same. to its stockholders, ‘not 
to mention all the yearly dividends of 
6, 7 and 8 per cent paid regularly. 

One would suppose that this would 
Satisfy the stockholders until they 
could double track the road, a vital 
and imperative necessity; but not 
The three corporafions which now own 
and control 10,000 out of the 12,000 
shares, for reasons best known to their 
Officials, prefer to cut another melon 
of about 40 to 60 per cent before this 
much-needed improvement is made 

The writer, a small stockholder, 
can't agree with them, but thinks the 
double track should be laid before any 
more melons are cut. 

It is for the best interests of this 
road, for its stockholders and for the 
public that this should be done. and 
that right away. It can be done. and 
easily done by taking the annual net 
earnings of this property and putting 
them into thm improvement. It could 
be quickly done by placing a 414 per 
cent bond on this road, a bond that 
would readily sell at par, retire the 
debentures with this bond and save 1% 
per.cent in interest charges, or $18,483 
per annum. This amount added to year- 
ly net or surplus income, now amount- 
ing to $215.297.88, would soon enahie 
it to lav this double track. an ijim- 
provement very much desired at this 
time. ?

TRACTION STOCKS 
MEET HEAVY DECLINE 


Third Avenye Prices Lowest 
in Its History---Undue Ex- 
pansion Caused Decline. 


New York, February 1.—The generally 
heavy tone of today’s stock market was 
due to neglect as much as to any active 
selling pressure. Ina few spots, how- 
ever, there was evidence of a further 
process correction of the _ inflation 
brought about by pool manipulation. 
Today’s demonstration invaded a new 
field, and brought with it some sugges- 
tion of measures of resentment against 
the pushing enterprise of a newer flg- 
ure in the railroad world, if such re- 
sentment can be supposed to reside 
in the minds of the higher finance. The 
effect on the general level of prices 
was not very marked, but the influence 
on the speculative tone was against 
hopefulness. The day's happenings 
were interpreted in a contrary sense. 
The most notable example of deflation 
was in the Interborough Metropolitan 
stocks. There were no immediate news. 
developments to explain their collapse, 
and it was attributed simply to pre- 
vious undue expansion. The whole of 
the local traction group suffered in 
sympathy. Third avenue sold at 10%4, 
the lowest price in its history, feeling 
some direct effect from the prepara- 
tions for the foreclosure sale. 

The additional speculative 
the necessity for which was thus 
closed, helps to account for the repres- 
sion of the speculation. Conjecture con- 
tinued busy, nevertheless, with at- 
tempts to fathom the more general 
causes lying back of the heavy decline 
in prices. Theidea that a business reces- 
sion has set in enters into the discussion, 
although concrete examples of evidence 
are few. The fall in “prices of iron 
is cited, and the fact of some counter-
